By William J. Milne, Ph.D., LL.D., 
President of New York State Normal 
College, Albany, N. Y. American Book

This new series of arithmetics has been 
prepared by Dr. Milne to meet-the de- 
mand which has sprung up in some 
quarters fora treatment of the’ subject 
upon somewhat new lines.

In planning the Progressive Arith- 
metics, the author has preserved these 
older features, and infused them with 
new life by a combination with what is 
best in modern methods of instruction.

‘*The Making of an American School 
Tcacher.’’ By Forrest Crissey, author of 
‘*A Country Boy,’’ ‘‘Tattlings of a Re- 
tired Politician,’’ etc. 5o cents. C. M. 
Barnes Company, Chicago. This is a 
unique educational book. While it is 
written as a story, it isreally the life 
story of Mr. E. G. Cooley, head of 
the public school system of Chicago, 
and recognized as one of its fore- 
most educators in the country. There 
is little expounding in the book, but the 
obstacles and practical problems which 
beset the earnest teacher.are shown up in 
its pages ina new light. One ot the 
problems which occupies a prominent 
place in the story is politics—school 
politics and ‘‘pull.’’ The ‘Teachers 
Federation’? which has attained such 
prominence in Chicago school matters is

‘‘Health Through Self-Control in 
Thinking, Breathing, Eating."’ By Wil- 
liam Anthony Spinney, A.M. 12mo., 
cloth, laid paper, gilt top, 310 pages.

Shepard Co., Boston. 

Mr. William Anthony Spinney who is 
very well known as an educator and 
teacher of pliysical culture in and around 
Boston, and who has also had the ad- 
vantage of a thorough training in medi- 
cine and anatomy, has put the results of 
years of thought and observation into an 
exceptionally practical and _ valuable 
book, entitled ‘‘Health Through Self- 
Control in Thinking, Breathing, Eat- 
ing.’’ He points the way to health and 
happiness in a thoroughly sane and scien- 
tific manner, which is all the more 
effective by being written in a pleasing 
style and by the fact that the author 
assumes no position in advance of his 
own definite knowledge. He uses the 
following captions in treating this sub- 
ject: Breathing.
